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Proposal for Cinema Cafe in Center 
Set for January 7 Public Hearing

On Thursday, January 7 
at 8 p.m., the Greenbelt City 
Council will hold a public 
hearing on the proposal to 
convert the theater in Roos¬ 
evelt Center to a cinema cafe 
format. Paul Sanchez, own¬ 
er of the P&G Old Greenbelt 
Theatre, wants city support 
for legislation enabling the 
county liquor board to grant 
a liquor license to operations 
of this type. 

Proposed Operation 

In an interview, theater man¬ 
ager Cheryl Reed described the 
proposed renovations and cafe 
operations. She stressed that she 
and Sanchez are planning a 
“theater that happens to have 
beer and wine,” not a bar- 

As suggested by council mem¬ 
ber Rodney Roberts, Reed will 
also host an information meet¬ 
ing on Wednesday, January 6. 
Anyone interested can stop by 
the theater anytime between 1 
and 9 p.m. Reed will have pho¬ 
tos of a similar operation, a 
printed fact sheet and an archi¬ 
tect’s proposal for the floor plan. 

The proposed renovations will 
cost approximately $200,000, ac¬ 


cording to Reed. They include 
replacing the sloping theater 
floor with three flat terraces. 
The capacity will be reduced 
from the current 500 seats co 
225-230 seats organized around 
small tables. 

Reed said that the food and 
beverage service will be avail¬ 
able only before the show. She 
does not expect that patrons will 
be able to get food during the 
show, although she emphasized 
that none of the plans were yet 
final. Prices of nonalcoholic bev¬ 
erages will remain around cheir 
current levels, she said and the 
food items should be comparable 
to a fast food restaurant. Beer 
and wine prices are not yet avail¬ 
able- The food selections would 
be finger food such as sandwich¬ 
es, chicken wings, nachos and 
pizza. 

The theater would resume sev¬ 
en day a week operations. Reed 
expects that there would be 
shows at 7 and 9 p.m. every day- 
Beer and wine service would be 
available at these shows, and 
underage patrons would have to 
be accompanied by someone old 
enough to be their parent. 

In addition, there would be 
matinees at 1, 3 and 5 p.m. on 
Saturdays and Sundays. These 
shows, which would feature kid¬ 


die films when available, would 
be alcohol free. There is also 
the possibility of alcohol free 
5 p-m. shows on weekdays and a 
midnight movie on Fridays and 
Saturdays. The midnight show 
could have “heavy R” films, said 
Reed. All other shows will be in 
line with the current program 
of PG, PG-13 and “light R’s” 
according to Reed. 

Ticket prices would increase 
from the $2 instituted this week 
to $3. Sanchez and Reed are con¬ 
sidering the possibility of a dis¬ 
count night or a family night 
at which there would be no alco¬ 
hol served. 

Council Work Session 

Council met with Sanchez at 
a December 21 work session. 
Sanchez is seeking a change in 
state laws governing county 
liquor licenses to specifically 
permit operations such as the 
one he plans- There is a bill 
scheduled for General Assembly 
consideration in the next term, 
but it may need modification to 
apply to Sanchez’s proposal. It 
is also possible, although not 
definite, that the theater cou T d 
receive a liquor license under 
current law, according to City 
Solicitor Robert Manzi. 

Manzi told council that it can 
seek conditions in the legisla-

City Assessment Cap Could Drop 
Following Tie Vote by City Council

Two Greenbelt East is¬ 
sues - improvements to the 
area of the planned Green- 
brook Lake and the latest 
incarnation of the Sunrise 
Village Apartments - plus a 
tie vote that could reduce 
residents’ future property 
taxes occupied the Greenbelt 
City Council at its December 
14 regular meeting. 

Property Tax Cap 
The absence of Councilmem- 
ber Edward Putens led to a 2-2 
tie that may result in a lower 
cap in citizens’ property tax in¬ 
creases. Under state law, prop¬ 
erty assessments cannot increase 
by more than 10% per year. 
Counties and municipalities mav, 
however, set lower caps. In the 
past, the city has accepted 
Prince Georges County’s 10% as¬ 
sessment limit. - 

But this year the county coun¬ 
cil lowered the maximum assess¬ 
ment increase to only 5% per 
year. If Greenbelt takes no ac¬ 
tion before February 1, the as¬ 
sessments used to calculate city 
property taxes also would not 
be permitted to increase by more 
than 5% per year. 

Councilmember Antoinette 
Bram moved that the city es¬ 
tablish a cap of 10% for munici¬ 
pal assessment increases. Mayor 


Gil Weidenfeld seconded the mo¬ 
tion. He expressed concern that 
the cap would hinder the city’s 
ability to fund the bond issue for 
the community center renovation. 

Bram pointed out that the 
county took its action under 
pressure from a ballot question 
that would limit total property 
tax revenues. She said that city 
residents had not requested a re¬ 
duced assessment cap and argued 
that the city should maintain 
the status quo. 

Councilmembers Thomas White 
and Rodney Roberts voted a- 
gainst Bram’s motion, favoring 
the same property tax assess¬ 
ment as is used for county pro¬ 
perty taxes. 

On the 2-2 tie, the motion to 
raise the cap to 10% failed- City 
Manager Daniel Hobbs later told 
the News Review that council 
could reconsider the issue under 
one of three conditions. The first 
is if one of the councilmembers 
who voted with the prevailing 
position, that is White or Rob¬ 
erts, moves for reconsideration. 
Alternatively, three councilmem¬ 
bers could request reconsidera¬ 
tion. The third possibility, of 
which Hobbs said he is not cer¬ 
tain, is that council could con¬ 
sider setting the limit at some 
level other than 10%. 

Greenbrook Lake 

In response to a request from 


the Greenbelt East Advisory 
Committee, council deferred all 
work other than the removal of 
trash and loose debris on the

Principal. His motto has been: “Teaching doesn’t happen unless kids 
learn.” His role is viewed as that of catalyst to encourage teaching 
staff and to develop programs supporting student needs. Pilot after¬ 
school program, providing safe haven, academic instruction and en¬ 
richment, is successful but needs further funding. April 24 ground¬ 
breaking celebrates Van Schoonhoven’s role in community decision 
to build new elementary school and convert historic school into com¬ 
munity center. Assistant principal and After School Program Direc¬ 
tor Carolyn Goff takes over as principal. 

Woodland Easement 

After year of study and discussion Greenbelt Homes, Inc, (GHI) 
ad hoc Woodland Committee proposes and Board of Directors opposes 
putting 82.5 acres of woodland under Conservation Easement to 
Maryland Environmental Trust, At GHI annual meeting in May GHI 
members vote against easement. Therefore GHI will keep the wood¬ 
lands under its own control. A permanent Woodland Committee is 
established. 

Lake Park Master Plan and Clean-up 

1992 is big year for Lake Park and for all those over last 20 
years who have worked to create master plan for its use. Following 
in-put from Lakeside Citizens Association, Park and Recreation Ad¬ 
visory Board, Advisory Planning Board, and consultants from 
Greenhorne & O’Mara, final plan is drawn up and approved by city 
council. Meanwhile special treatment with alum, spread by barge, 
cleans the lake’s water, eliminating algal growth, and another con¬ 
tractor repairs inflow stream from Braden Fie^ anc * dredges silt 
trap pond. These happy outcomes are celebrateS^Sr September 29 at 
surprise party for city council. ' / 

Beltway Plaza 

Beltway Plaza shopping center undergoes major facelift during 
year. Portion of open shopping center is razed for new Giant super¬ 
market, landscaped islands appear and front parking lot is repaved. 
Longstanding bone of contention between city government and shop¬ 
ping center is resolved when property owner completes stabilization 
project on embankment between the center and school bus lot. Minor 
snags include city’s unsuccessful move to block liquor license for 
proposed billiards parlor. Plaza’s hoped-for public-private effort to 
establish police substation stalls when other contributors don’t join 
up. 

Continuing Stories 

During the year our pages were filled with a number of im¬ 
portant stories about matters which were neither begun nor ended 
during the year, nor were these controversial or significant events. 
Instead, the stories related to discussion, planning and on-going 
work . We do wish to note them, however , because they have the 
makings for future top stories . 

Community Center. In January, general support is given for 
proposed uses of building, but cost is concern. In August, task force 
and architects present alternatives to reduce costs. Staff estimates 
operating expenses could exceed rental revenues by $239,000 and total 
unfunded expenses for operating and paying debt could equal yield 
of 10 cent tax levy.. In November, council seeks funds from county 
planning board. In December, council gives go-ahead for preparing 
construction plans. 

New School. Demolition of old North End School begins in 
January and in April construction of new elementary school, sched¬ 
uled to open September 1993, begins after ground-breaking cere¬ 
mony. By November, construction is 40% complete. 

Frankfort-Greenbelt Rd. Intersection. Discussion and disagree¬ 
ment on safety needs and improvements continue as Greenbelt East 
Advisory Committee (GEAC) fails to support traffic signal, although 
later on all but Greenwood Village support signal, as does city 
council. In March, GEAC* opposes proposal to install light operated 
by crossing guard and to block all left turns at intersection. In July 
state amends proposal to permit left turns for school buses exiting 
from Roosevelt High School but not for other vehicles. In November 
GEAC considers asking city to estimate cost of building pedestrian 
overpass across Greenbelt Road. 

Road Construction. Three year $6.99 million project to improve

The City of Greenbelt is seeking residents who would be 
interested in serving on its recently established Board of 
Appeals. 

The purpose of the Board is to hear appeals relating to 
Greenbelt’s new code enforcement program which will 
become effective January 1st. 

The code enforcement program ensures that: 

(a) All buildings and properties within the city are 
properly maintained, and the community is pro¬ 
tected from decline due to neglect; occupancy 
permits will be issued for all rental dwelling 
units and non-residential premises; and 

(b) building plans will be reviewed for compliance 
with city codes, property covenants, and agree¬ 
ments, and will be evaluated for impact on city 
streets, properties and public ways; building 
permits will be issued for all construction pro¬ 
jects and additions. 

There will be an inspection program conducted by the 
city to ensure compliance. If a violation is identified, a 
notice of violation will be issued. If not corrected within 
a given period, a fine will be levied. 

Any person affected by a notice or order issued in con¬ 
nection with code enforcement, may appeal to the City 
Manager. Any person affected by the decision of the City 
Manager may appeal that decision to the Board of Ap¬ 
peals within ten days. The Board will conduct a public 
hearing within twenty-one days, review the notice or 
order, and decide whether a waiver is to be granted. 

Members of existing advisory boards are eligible for 
appointment, although APB and PRAB members would 
have to resign from those boards, if chosen. There will 
be a small remuneration for service on this board.

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Early Resident Recalls Days 
Of Constructing Greenbelt 

by James Giese 

Recent visitors to Greenbelt, the guests of Walter and 
Leonie Penney of Northway, were former Greenbelters 
Frank and Sylvia Lewis. Frank Lewis worked for the 
Greenbelt project while it was under construction and at a 
later day became active in the Greenbelt co-op. 

While a resident of Greenbelt payroll office. Lewis supervised 

a group of bookkeepers who 
hand-posted the information into 
large ledger books in the eve¬ 
ning. The men sat on stools and 
worked at high benches along the 
walls. 

Lewis sat at a table in the 
center, and when the men com¬ 
pleted their postings, they would 
turn their ledgers in to him. 
it was his job to reconcile the 
postings for the day and deter¬ 
mine if they balanced. If every¬ 
thing worked out right, the men 
could be finished by 7 p.m. If 
there were errors, the group had 
to find and correct them, which 
could be as late as four in the 
morning. 

Corduroy Roads 

"When we first began work, 
it was just a forest out here," 
Lewis noted. "There were no 
roads. The first roads were cor¬ 
duroy roads made by putting 
logs into the mud. In the winter* 
they became impassable." 

Lewis recalls that the late Al¬ 
bert S. "Buddy" Attick, a long¬ 
time area and Greenbelt resident 
who worked on the Greenbelt 
project and became one of the 
first city employees {retiring as 
Public Works Director after 40 
years of service), was one of the 
timekeepers for a while. Attick'a 
father was Chief Timekeeper. 

Besides posting time records, 
Lewis had to help prepare the 
payroll. When a pay day was 
coming up, extra hours were put 
in. "It was possible for us to 
have to work as much as 36 
hours straight through, if we had 
to," Lewis recollected. 

Cryptographer 

Lewi® lost his Greenbelt job 
when construction of the project 
was completed. Then in 1939 he 
got a job in the War Department 
in the Signal Intelligence Service 
as a Code and Signal Officer. 
Later, this service was comoined 
with other intelligence services 
to become the National Security 


and before that as a resident of 
Takoma Park, Frank Lewis was 
active in Greenbelt Consumer 
Services, the original Greenbelt 
Co-op whose success and demise 
are described in the new book by 
Donald H. Cooper and Paul 0. 
Mohn, The Greenbelt Cooperative: 
Success and Decline. However, 
Lewis' connections to Greenbelt 
go back to the time when the 
federal government built Green¬ 
belt between 1936 and 1938. 

Greenbelt’s Construction 

Having just obtained his col¬ 
lege degree, Lewis had been per¬ 
forming a variety of temporary 
jobs with the Resettlement Ad¬ 
ministration, the agency of Jia 
Department of Agriculture that 
became responsible for building 
Greenbelt and the other two 
green towns. In 1935 he got a 
job in the payroll office for the 
Greenbelt project. Originally the 
payroll office was located in a 
house on Edmonston Road which 
was not destroyed by construc¬ 
tion of the Greenbelt project but 
was left standing. Part of the 
Stidham Property, it was later 
developed with the Nationwide 
and Greenhorne and O'Mara of¬ 
fice buildings. 

Laborers, brought in by train 
from Washington and Baltimore, 
had to walk from the railroad 
line in Berwyn to the construc¬ 
tion project. The first job under¬ 
taken was constructing the dam 
for Greenbelt Lake, in order to 
provide work while plans for the 
new town were still being drawn 
up. 

When construction shifted to 
building the town, the payroll 
office was moved to an old wood¬ 
en building in the vicinity of 
what is now the municipal swim¬ 
ming pool. Lewis, who became 
Assistant Chief to the Chief 
Payroll Officer, worked a night 
shift. The timekeepers would 
turn in the names and hours 
worked for the laborers to the

Agency, where Lewis worked un¬ 
til his retirement 30 years later. 

Lewis' puzzle-solving ability, 
which led him to become a cryp¬ 
tographer, also led him to become 
a creator of crossword puzzles— 
not just regular crosswords, but 
cryptic crosswords which utilize 
devious clues instead of just giv¬ 
ing definitions of meaning. For 
over 45 years, Lewis' puzzles have 
appeared in The Nation. These 
puzzles are now being updated 
in their clues and republished 
into eight books, The Nation 
Crossword Puzzles. Two are now 
on the bookshelves. 

Lewis did not know Resettle¬ 
ment Administration Director 
Rexford G. Tugwell, the Roose¬ 
velt advisor who masterminded 
the Greenbelt project. He did 
come to know Grace Tugwell, 
who worked as secretary to Sam¬ 
uel As'helman, the Manager of 
the co-op. When the Lewises de¬ 
cided to move in 1961, they were 
taken to a house on Northway 
and surprised to find Tugwell 
answering the door. The Tug- 
wells, who resided for a brief 
period in Greenbelt, were mov¬ 
ing back to Puerto Rico, where 
he had once served as its Gov¬ 
ernor. The Lewises purchased the 
Tugwell home and lived in Green¬ 
belt until 1969, when they re¬ 
tired to Montserrat. 

His involvement with the co¬ 
op began when it expanded from 
Greenbelt to Takoma Park. He 
was elected to the Board of Di¬ 
rectors in the early 60s and 
served until the late 60s. During 
this period the co-op rapidly ex¬ 
panded, opening stores as far 
north as Westminster and as 
far south as southern Virginia. 

Lewis considers himself to be 
the architect of the co-op’s mem¬ 
bership organizational structure 
that was necessitated by the ex¬ 
pansion. His plan established 
member councils for each store 
and a congress of delegates rep- 
senting each council. He worked 
with the authors of the new book, 
Donald Cooper, a stalwart in the 
co-op, who served with Lewis 
on the Board of Directors, and 
Paul Mohn, who was Speaker of 
the Congress. 

Lewis was delighted to have 
the opportunity to attend the 
book presentation ceremony, 
which he learned about through 
the News Review, and to see 
Cooper and other old friends who 
were active in the co-op.

Buy Firewood 
By the "Cord" 

Maryland law protects the 
firewood purchaser, and buyers 
should know what to expect from 
a reliable vendor, according to 
Maryland Secretary of Agricul¬ 
ture Robert L. Walker. 

A delivery ticket is required 
by Maryland law to accompany 
each sale- Tickets must be ser¬ 
ially numbered and contain the 
vendor's name, address, signature 
of the person determining the 
quantity of wood delivered, and 
the license number of the de¬ 
livery vehicle. 

“If a deliveryman does not of¬ 
fer you a ticket, ask for it. You 
will need it should questions arise 
about the sale once the wood is 
delivered," said Walker. 

The most widely recognized 
measurement for firewood is the 
“cord," which is precisely de¬ 
fined by law as “the amount of 
wood Which is contained in a 
space of 128 cubic feet when the 
wood is ranked and well stowed." 

Buyers should not be misled by 
such terms as “face cord," 
“rack," “pile,” or “truckload," 
they mean nothing, except that 
it is probably less than a cord. 
In Maryland, loose wood sold 
for use as fuel can only be ad¬ 
vertised, offered for sale, and 
sold by measure using the *erm 
“cord“ or fractional parts of a 
cord. 

Anyone with questions or com¬ 
plaints relating to the purchase 
or sale of firewood, may call the 
Maryland Department of Agri¬ 
culture's Weights and Measures 
Section at (410) 841-5790. 

Help AIDS Patients 

An AIDS Transportation As¬ 
sistance Program is now oper¬ 
ating in the county.

tion governing operating condi¬ 
tions, such as requiring the the¬ 
ater to be cleared after each 
show, prohibiting double features 
or marathons, and limiting the 
percentage of revenue derived 
from sales of alcohol designed 
to discourage excessive drinking 
at the establishment. If Sanches 
were to sell the operation, the 
liquor license could not be trans¬ 
ferred to the new owner without 
a liquor board hearing. No other 
theater in the city, Manzi said, is 
large enough to convert to a 
cafe operation. 

Several council members were 
concerned that a liquor license 
at the theater might set a pre¬ 
cedent for other businesses. Coun¬ 
cil earlier supported a license *or 
the Beijing restaurant, which is 
expected to reapply once the ele¬ 
mentary school operations are 
transferred to the new Ridge 
Road building. 

Manzi said that, if anything, 
liquor licenses are “anti-prece¬ 
dent,” with each one granted 
making it less likely that the 
liquor board will grant another 
one in the area- In addition, if

censee, the city can bring them 
to the liquor board’s attention 
at the annual renewal hearing. 

Citizen Comments 

Four citizens spoke at the 
work session. David Morse op¬ 
posed the serving of alconol at 
the theater* He argued that this 
would constitute a “momentous 
change in the character” of the 
center. He asked council to es¬ 
tablish a committee to investi¬ 
gate ways to keep the theater 
open without alcohol He called 
the .granting of a liquor license 
in the center a “slippery slope” 
and argued that it would be dif¬ 
ficult to ensure that the char¬ 
acter and clientele will not 
change. 

Robert Rashkin, who support¬ 
ed the cinema cafe conversion if 
it is the only way to keep the 
theater open, suggested that the 
city subsidize the theater. San¬ 
chez estimated that he would 
need an additional $35,000 per 
year to break even. 

Manzi said that the city cannot 
legally subsidize Sanchez's oper¬ 
ation. Roberts questioned this, 
noting the plans for the city 
to rent space in the planned com¬ 
munity center at less than full 
cost, to organizations such as 
this newspaper. Council member 
Edward Putens opposed use of 
tax revenues to support the the¬ 
ater. Council member Thomas 
White argued that comparing 
non-profit organizations such as 
the arts center and News Review 
with the theater was “not fair.” 
He asked how council could jus¬ 
tify a subsidy of a profit-making

organization to the taxpayers. 

Ron Jewell supported Sanchez, 
saying that a dead theater is a 
sign of a dead cicy. 

Alan Turnbill also supported 
the cafe concept only if it is 
the only way to keep the theater 
open. He supported Morse's call 
to consider alternate ways to 
support the theater and asked 
how Sanchez could be sure that 
the new operation would be suc¬ 
cessful since he had already 
misunderstood the market once. 

Sanchez pointed out that if 
he's wrong, “it's me that's los¬ 
ing the money.” He said that 
the current theater could not be 
divided and that if he failed, no 
other theater operator was likely 
to come in to the Center loca¬ 
tion. He said he had already in¬ 
vested approximately $230,000 
into the operation. 

Reed told the News Review 
that the theater had never made 
a profit and had broken even 
just three weeks since opening 
in December 1990. 

Public Hearing 

In discussing the public hear¬ 
ing, council agreed to invite dis¬ 
cussion of other options for 
keeping the theater open. How¬ 
ever, council member Antoinette 
Bram pointed out that Sanchez's 
request is the only issue before 
council She noted that Sanchez 
has already invested a signifi¬ 
cant amount into his operation 
and holds the lease on the prop¬ 
erty. Thus, Bram said, any coun¬ 
ter proposals should be sub¬ 
mitted to Sanchez. 

In response to a question from 
Bram, Sanchez said that if he 
received the right offer he would 
be willing to sell. 

Manzi noted that even if coun¬ 
cil agrees to support Sanchez's 
request for the legislative 
change, it does not bind the city 
to any action. Sanchez cannot 
even apply for the license until 
school closes, Manzi said. Weid- 
enfeld agreed, saying the “ear¬ 
liest anything can happen” is 
July, the effective date for most 
state legislation. 

In the interview, Reed said 
that if the proposal were ap¬ 
proved, the theater would close 
for renovations in April and re¬ 
open in late June or early July.

The County's Office of Recyc¬ 
ling estimates a 69% partici¬ 
pation rate by Greenbelt resi¬ 
dents in the curbside recycling 
program, reports Tracy Vincent, 
the City of Greenbelt's new Re¬ 
cycling Coordinator. This is a- 
bout the highest level of sup¬ 
port in the County. Recycling 
participation at the City's Drop- 
Off Center at Buddy Attiek Park 
is also high. 

For example county figures 
show that newspapers collected 
curbside have increased in the 
first half of 1992 to 263.3 tons 
compared to 256 tons recycled 
during the second half of 1991. 

Recently released figures by the 
Maryland Environmental Service 
of the State Department of Na¬ 
tural Resources also show that 
Greenbelters, through October of 
this yea.r have deposited a total 
of 4.657 gallons of used motor 
oil and 170 gallons of automobile 
anti-freeze into the recycling 
tanks at the Greenbelt Drop-Off 
Center. 

The City of Greenbelt supports 
the Drop-Off Recycling Center 
near the lake wPh funds from 
the Public Works Department op¬ 
erating budget. The Drop-Off 
Center generates no revenue and 
the cost and effort to run it 
comes from the tax dollars r.f 
citizens. The Center is for 
Greenbelt residents only and oth¬ 
er persons using the center from 
outside the City are requested to 
contact the County Office of Re¬ 
cycling to learn how they 
and their communities can 
also establish a recycling pro¬ 
gram to protect their own local 
environment. Commercial firms 
and businesses can also be ad¬ 
vised how to develop individual 
and joint programs which can 
reduce their waste disposal costs 
and can even generate income 
for them. 

NonRecyclables Contaminate 

Unfortunately, some uncaring 
people have left garbage and 
other waste at the Drop-Off Cen¬ 
ter which is not recyclable and 
is often hazardous. The Recyc¬ 
ling Center will take glass bot¬ 
tles, aluminum and steel cans, 
some plastic containers, news¬ 
paper and corrugated cardboard. 
Any other materials contaminate 
the recyclables and cause entire 
truckloads of recyclables to be 
discarded into the landfill People 
have left such items of garbage 
as: paint, greasy cardboard (such 
as pizza boxes), magazines with 
coated paper, tires, furniture, 
mattresses, window glass, light 


bulbs and fluorescent light tubes. 
Please follow the instructions on 
the signs at the Drop-Off Center. 

Call 474-8004 for “special 
Trash" requests which are picked 
up every Wednesday. 

Telephone books can be 
taken directly to the County fa¬ 
cility at Brown's Station Road in 
Upper Marlboro. Magazines and 
catalogs are also accepted in the 
“Mixed Paper” bins at Brown's 
Station Road. The City is not 
able to recycle magazines and 
catalogs and they end up in the 
landfill as garbage. 

The Public Works Department 
pays for the City's recycling ef¬ 
fort as a way of reducing the 
cost of landfill “tipping” fees for 
disposal of trash and garbage. 
A group of concerned citizens 
makes ur> the Recycling Advis¬ 
ory Committee and meets month¬ 
ly to discuss environmental con¬ 
cerns and ways to improve the 
environment and quality of life 
in Greenbelt. These meetings are 
onen to the public and anyone 
interested is invited to attend.

local section of Baltimore-Washington Parkway, Greenbelt Road 
bridge and access ramps tries patience of area drivers as they learn 
to cope with rough roads, narrow lanes, ramp closings and changing 
traffic patterns. 

Roosevelt Center Parking. In March, plans for renovating three 
parking lots and community center parking are presented, adding 
195 parking spaces with increase of 49 spaces in Roosevelt Center 
lots, to cost $2.6 million. City postpones public hearing, revises plans. 
In May, city is allocated $150,000 in Community Development Block 
Grant funds for project, supplementing previous grants of $195,000. 
In October, council approves revised preliminary plans (for Roosevelt 
Center only) and authorizes preparation of detailed design plans. 
Cost is reduced to $750,000, but only 11 more spaces are provided plus 
others created by narrowing spaces. 

Metro. Construction continues on schedule for Greenbelt station 
as well as adjacent MARC commuter rail station, but resolving all 
issues related to construction of Metro Service Yards north of Belt- 
way progresses slowly. Construction still not begun by year's end. 

Sunrise Apartments- Issue of whether or not land at end of 
Hanover Drive near Holiday Inn can be used to build highrise apart¬ 
ments, even though county downzoned property to mid-rise condo¬ 
minium apartments, winds its way through courts. Maryland Court 
of Appeals upholds Circuit Court's ruling that owners have vested 
rights to build highrise. County appeals decision and Maryland 
Court of Appeals agrees to hear arguments in January. 

Other New Developments. Recession stops two projects in finan¬ 
cial trouble. Foundation Real Estate of Baltimore seeks approval for 
fewer amenities at Greenbrook Manor, located south of Hunting 
Ridge on Hanover Parkway. U.S. Home receives city go-ahead to 
construct 46 homes at Belle Point, behind American Legion and 
Charlestowne Village, with Milton retaining ownership of remainder 
of residential project City is advised that another buyer has pur¬ 
chased unbuilt Belle Point commercial lots and is to begin construc¬ 
tion shortly. In October, council approves site and landscape plans 
for 90 single family homes in Greenspring II, located on Mandan 
Road across from Greenspring I.

planned site of Greenbrook Lake. 
Director of Planning and Devel¬ 
opment Celia Wilson had propos¬ 
ed a series of actions to improve 
the site while the future of the 
lake is in doubt. The proposed 
actions included removing dead 
trees, making landscape improve¬ 
ments and directing the Park 
and Recreation Advisory Board 
(PRAB) and city staff to com- 
olete trails planning for Schrom 
Hills Park. 

Patty Morris, president of the 
Greenbrook Village Homeowners 
Association, said the group was 
concerned that if the property 
were improved, it would damage 
the city's attempt to get a per¬ 
mit to construct the lake. She 
recommended deferring even the 
trails planning, since such plan¬ 
ning would be unproductive until 
the city knew what, if any, kind 
of lake it could construct. 

Sunrise Village 

The owners of Sunrise Village 
property, located in Greenbelt 
East between the Holiday Inn 
and the Beltway, have applied for 
Housing and Urban Development 
mortgage financing to construct 
234 apartments on their proper¬ 
ty- 

The zoning for the property is 
currently in litigation. Originally 
zoned for high-rise apartments, 
the county changed the lot'a zon¬ 
ing to R-18-C, which would per¬ 


mit construction of 199 condo¬ 
minium apartments. 

Council voted unanimously to 
oppose the application citing the 
following factors: an excess of 
rental apartments in the city, 
inadequate transportation facili¬ 
ties to serve the development, the 
unresolved litigation, and the in¬ 
compatibility of the proposed 
development with the property's 
zoning. 

Code Enforcement 

Planning Director Celia Wil¬ 
son reported on the city's prog¬ 
ress in implementing the code en¬ 
forcement program authorized at 
council's last regular meeting. 
The city has reached agreement 
on a mo nth-to-month lease at 
Springhill Lake Apartments for 
office space for the program staff. 
She assured Councilmember An¬ 
toinette Bram that the lease 
would not prevent the city from 
relocating the office to the com¬ 
munity center to provide for ad¬ 
ditional revenue for that pro- 
jeet. 

Wilson has finished interview¬ 
ing candidates for the inspector 
positions and expected to make 
the hiring decisions by the end 
of the week. Staff members are 
meeting with other cities with 
similar programs to learn from 
their experiences. 

To reduce program cost3, the 
staff will be using two city ve¬ 
hicles that had been scheduled 


to be sold as surpHus. Wilson ex¬ 
pects that by January 1 the new 
staff will be well trained and 
very close to fully operational. 

Future decisions to be made 
by the staff will be able to be 
appealed to a Board of Appeals 
to be appointed by council. The 
members will be paid $1,200 per 
year. Council appointed the heads 
of three city advisory ooards— 
Lola Skolnik of PRAB, Sharon 
Alfaro of the Community Re¬ 
lations Advisory Board and Bill 
Stratton of the Community Cen¬ 
ter Task Force—as the tempor¬ 
ary Board of Appeals pending 
council selection of the perman¬ 
ent board. 

Other Actions 

Council: 

Received PRAB Report 16-92 
recommending that the city pur¬ 
chase the concession stand at 
Buddy Attick Park. 

Received a request from the 
Arts Advisory Committee that 
the city seek grants for the res¬ 
toration of the mother and child 
statue at Roosevelt Center. 

Gave final approval to legisla¬ 
tion granting city employees a 
2 75% pay increase effective Jan¬ 
uary 1. 

Introduced an ordinance to 
make a supplemental appropria¬ 
tion in the replacement fund to 
cover the cost of new video 
equipment ($12,568 versus the 
$10,000 anticipated in the ap¬ 
proved budget) and the replace¬ 
ment of a police department cop¬ 
ier ($7,027).
